On the 28(ih Augiwt, 1975 Shri Shankar Dayal Singh, Sub- 
Inspcctor of Police, Belaganif Police Station, learnt that a 
notorious outlaw was hiding ir. tillage Manikpur. He sur- 
rounded the hide-out with the help of an Assistant Sub-
